J. Hill, president of the Great North- 
ern Steamship company, for whom 
the vessel was built, to become a 
.part of the company's Pacific and Or- 
iental carrying service. As the last 
restraining link that held the ship to 
Its -place on the ways was severed, 
Hiss Hill broke a bottle of wine 
•gainst the steel bow and named the 
craft the Minnesota. 


The time set for the 
launching 


was 12:30 o'clock, but for some rea- 
son explained 'by the 
the 


the hands leaving tbeir work when

than 9,000 tons. The dead 
weight 


carrying capacity of the Cedric 
is 


18,400 tons, while that of the Minne-, 
sota is 2«,000. The Minnesota and 
her sister vessel the Dakota, which- 
is to be launched in about ten weeks, 
will carry 28.000 long tons of 
coal 


and 280,000 barrels of flour. This is 
fifty per cent more than the dead 
weight carrying capacity of the two 
giant carriers of the White Star line, 
The Cedric and the Celtic. 


As 
compared 
with 
the largest 


steamships 'built at American ship- 
yards, the Minnesota 
and Dakota 


•have very nearly double the tonnage 
displacement and fully double the net 
dead weight carrying capacity. The 
new cargo and passenger 
carriers, 


Finland and Kroonland of the 
Red 


Star line, have a tonnage of 12,200. 
The Korea and Siberia of the Pa- 
cific Mall company, have a registered 
tonnage of 11,300. The Minnekakda 
and Minnedora, of the Atlantic Trans- 
port company, have 13,400 gross ton- 
nage. The St. Louis and St. Paul, of 
the American line, have 10,500 ton- 
nage. The Minnesota! and Dakota, 
on the usual basis of 40 cubic feet, to

Many Suspects And 
Witnesses

New York's "Barrel" Murdtr Case. 


New York, April 16.—Vito Laduca, 


who is supposed to have been the 
proprietor of the butcher 
shop 
in 


Stanton street, where nine arrests 
were made last night in connection 
with the murder of the man found in 
a barrel in East Eleventh street last 
Tuesday morning, surrendered 
him- 


self at police headquarters today and 
was held as a witness. Nicolo Test- 
to, nineteen years old, who lives with 
Laduca, also went to police head- 
quarters and was detained by the po- 
lice for the same purpose. . 
. 


At th» place in 'Elizabeth street 


kept by Gulslppte Morelo, who was 
one of the men arrested last night, 
the police have locked the 
doors. 


Through the glass in the 
windows 


can be seen several large barrels that 
bear a resemblance to the 'barrel in 
which the murdered man was found. 
The barrel in Eleventh street had 
two wooden hoops and a wire hoop 
at both top and bottom. The 'barrels 
in the store appear "as°'it ""they had 
nothing but wire hooplfc1 ;™ 


In the store was "fotiWa quantity 


of sawdust and burlap and Detective 
Petroslno took some of it to police 
headquarters today for examination 
und comparison with that found in 
the barrel and about the murdered 
man's neck. 


As the prisoners arrested last night 


were being removed 
from 
police 


•leadquarters to the court today an 
•jld man pushed himself to the front 
of the crowd and tried to strike one 
of them with clasp knife. He was 
hustled away by the crowd. 


The police say that three of the 


prisoners are suspected of being the 
\ctual murderers. 


Before the magistrate today all the 


prisoners were charged with "suspic- 
ion of homicide" and remanded back 
to police headquarters for forty-eight 
tours.

MINOTft LEDGE LIGHT 


Away in a Storm 
Fifty-Two 


Years Ago Yesterday. 


Fifty-two years ago yesterday, Min' 


ot's Ledge lighthouse, that was situ- 
ated eight miles southeast of Bos- 
ton. and nearly two miles frooa Co- 
hassfct shore, was destroyed 
by a 


storm. The lighthouse was begun in 
1847 
and first lighted in 1849. 


Isaac A. Dunbar was the first keep- 


er, but be only remained one year. 
Joan W. Bennett was next appointed. 
Mr. Beat-en reported that he did not 
believe the lighthouse would stand a 
severe storm, but Captain W. H. 
Swift of the United States engineer 
corps demonstrated that upon scien- 
tific principles 
a 
structure 
so 


firmly built and offering so little re- 
sistance to the rush of the storm and 
waves would stand all storms. 
. His demonstration was printed in a 
Boston paper but a few days before 
the lighthouse was destroyed. 
The 


day before the storm Mr. Bennett 
had gone to his cottage at 
White 


Head, Cohasset, and in the 
morn- 


ing wbsn he went to the beach he 
found the wreckage of the lighthouse. 
Joseph Wilson and Joseph' Antonio, 
his assistants, were 'both drowned. 


Work was begun on the new light- 


house in 1855, but so bad were the 
conditions of tide and weather thar* 
only 130 hours work was done th« 
flrst year. 


The lighthouse -was completed Sep- 


tember 15, 1860, and still stands as 
arm as when it was erected.

Collodion Paper Printing. 


Probably one of tbe greatest mis- 


takes made by amateurs in tbe use of 
collodion papers, especially the matt 
variety, is printing too light. A bril- 
liant, permanent print on collodion 
anatt paper can only be obtained, says 
a v.viter in the Brooklyn Eagle, by a 
thorough toning wfiich reaches clear 
through the emulsion and leaves a 
deep, rich deposit of silver. When the 
print is too light, it cannot remain long 
in cither tbe gold or platinum baths, 
and tbe result is a light surface toning 
whicb has practically no depth, and 
consequently the picture loses that rich 
tone -which is the chief characteristic 
of collodion matt printing out papers.

"Tbe truest poetry is most feigning," 
snys Touchstone, and this is mainly 
the conception of poetry that prevails 
In European literary circles. Poe's po- 
etry is artistic feigning, like good act- 
ing. It is to tbat extent disinterested. 
He docs not speak for himself, but for 
the artistic spirit. Ho has never been 
popular in this country, for the reason 
that art, as such, is far less appreciat- 
ed hero than abroad. The stress of life 
he-re is upon the moral and intellectual 
elements much more than upon the 
aesthetic. 
We demand a message of 


the poet or that he shall teach us how 
to live. Toe bad no message but that 
of art. 
He made no contribution to 


our stock of moral ideas; be made no 
appeal to the conscience or manhood 
of tho race; be did not touch tbe great 
common workaday mind of our people, 
lie is more akin to the Latin than to 
the Anglo-Saxon; hence bis deepest im- 
pression seems to lm\o been made up- 
on tho French mind.—Jobn Burroughs 
in Century.
